On the basis of popu- 
lation studies in which 
thousands of middle-aged 
persons participated, the 
Heart \ssociation pre- 
scribes this six-pronged 
attack on heart attack risk 
factors; 

(1) Have regular medi- 
cal checkups, : 

(2) Regulate fat and cho- 
lesterol in the diet. 


(3) Reduce if over. 
weight. 

(4) Control high blood 
pressure, 

(5) Don’t smoke ciga- 
rettes, 

(6) Exercise regularly. 

Periodic medical 
checkups, the booklet 


points out, makeit possible 
for doctors to detect and 
treat promptly a number of 
conditions predisposing to 
heart attacks, These in- 
clude: diabetes, high blood 
pressure, and high blood 
levels of cholesterol and 
other fatty substances. 

The public is urged to 
replace saturated fats in 
the diet with poly-unsatu- 
rated fats--such as vege- 
table oils and _ fish-- 
wherever possible and to 
eat less food that is high 
in cholesterol. 

Counting calories is 
also. recommended -- to 
lose weight, if necessary,

The application blanks 
are being made available 
as the Social Security Ad- 
ministration seeks to con- 
tact 3,1 million senior ci- 
tizens before a March 3] 
deadline imposed by the 
Medicare law. 

Initially, some two and 
one-half millionapplica- 
tion blanks were distri- 
buted to nearly 34,000 main 
post offices throughout the 
50 states. Additional forms 
are available as needed. 

The supplement pro- 
gram costs $3 a month and 
provides doctor bill and ot- 
her benefits. Everyone 65

DAVID LAWRENCE said in 
a recent newspaper column that 
the voting rights bill suppor- 
ters may receive blame andnot 
credit, He mentioned that five 
or six years from now, per- 
haps sooner, the American peo-

IT IS MOST AMAZING at 
how excited some *supporters’’ 
can get about their favorite 
candidate, When the Wallaces 
spoke here in Florala Monday 
it was reported to an Alabama 
daily newspaper that a crowd 
of between 3,500 to 4,000 turn- 
ed out to hear’ them, such 
reporting is not even fair to 
the candidates and when such 
reports are made and are so 
far from the truth it makes 
other voters suspect that every- 
thing that is said could be 
equally as ‘‘untrue”, There was 
about 1,000 persons in Florala, 
which I think is a real big 
crowd even, for the most popu- 
lar candidate, And that includ- 
ed school children and the out- 
of-town band as well as the 
well-wishers from Florida who 
came for the address, 

I have counted enough people 
to know real soon about how 
many is in a crowd, The crowd 
estimated at 2,000in Enterprise 
was more correct, though per- 
haps a little stuffed. The crowd 
in Elba was smaller than the 
one in Florala and a Wallace 
supporter himself said that the 
crowd in Florala was about 
twice as big as that in Elba 
of about 500 people which they 
felt was a good: representation, 

But don’t guess we should 
judge to harshly - some people 
get over excited and perhaps 
can’t help it. 

I find the best way to really 
know what is going on is to 
stay clear of the big crowd, 
browse around the sideline or 
completely to the side and in 
that way you know what is ac- 
tually going on and about how 
many people are in the crowd, 
Get in the middle of the crowd 
and you can really be fooled 


about the “hundreds” or the 


“thousands” 
look about 
middle of a forest and look 
mighty big from that standpoint, 

But stuffing the crowdas that 
Alabama daily had it was just 
about three times the number 
of people in the crowd,

Post Office 
Rates To 


Increase 


Increases in money or- 
ders, insurance, registry, 
certified mail and C, O. D. 
rates will become effective 
March 26, 1966 Postmaster 
Robert Cooper of Elba said 
recently. 

The cost of operating 
these five special services 
now exceeds revenues by 
$60 million annnualy. The 
fee increases will narrow 
the cost-revenue gap by $36 
million, based on business 
handled in Fiscal Year 19- 
65.‘ 

Fees for money orders, 
registry and C, O, D. were 
last changed in 1961; in- 
surance and certified mail 
in 1957. 

The fee changes, are 
put into effect under the 
existing administative au- 
thority of the Postmaster 
General. 

The increases include; 

Money Order Fees will 
be increased by 5 cents 

The minimum fee will 
be 20¢ instead of 10¢ plus 
increases for all amounts 
of insurance. 

Registry Fees; The pre- 
60 cents and 75 cents fees 
will be combined intoa sin- 
gle fee at 75 cents for val- 
ues up to $100. 

C.0,D, Fees: The pre- 
sent 40 and 50 cents fee 
brackets will be combined 
into one fee bracket at 
60.cents for amounts up 
to $10. There will be no 
change in the fees covering 
items valued above $10. 

Certified Mail: The fee 
willtbe increased to 30 
cents per item. 

Losses incurred in the 
operation of special ser- 
vices are paid from funds 
drawn from the Federal 
Treasury. The fee incre- 
ases will shift a substan- 
tial portion of the special 
service cost borne by the 
public to the users of these 
services.

State Peanut Producer 


A Coffee County farmer who 
broke the ton and a half barrier 
in peanut production last year 
has been named Alabama’s top 
peanut producers for 1965, 

L, B, McCall, Rt, 1, Enter- 
prise, received recognition as 
the state’s leading peanut pro- 
ducer during the Fifth Annual 
Meeting of the Alabama Peanut 
Club at the Houston Hotel in 
Dothan Tuesday night. 

McCall’s’ yield of 3,379 
pounds per acre on 23.5 acres 
placed him at the top among 
growers from the Wiregrass 
who entered the 1965 contest, 
Runner-up was Frank White, of 
Houston County, with a yield 
of 3,343 pounds per acre, and 
third-place winner was Bernard 
Bostick, also of Houston Coun- 
ty, who produced 3,322 pounds 
per acre, 

Another Coffee Countian, E, 
F, Henderson, Route 1, Enter- 
prise, placed fourth in the con- 
test with 3,234 pounds per acre, 
only 98 pounds less than the 
third place winner, 

A total of 15 County peanut 
growers from Coffee County 
won membership in last year’s 
club, held annually to recognize 
growers who have demonstrated 
the use of recommended prac- 
tices which have resulted in 
higher per acre yield of peanuts, 

McCall’s 1965 yield was pro- 
duced ona field that had been 
planted in Bahia Grass for the 
past five ye. . He used the 
Early Runner variety and plant- 
ed approximately 80 pounds of 
registered seed per acre, 

Following peanuts after the 
Bahia Grass was one of the de- 
determining factors in the big 
yleld last year, McCall be- 
lieves, “A lot of humus had 
built up in the soil over the 
past five years, ’’ he said, 
*fand had enriched the soil con- 
siderably,” 

McCall’s crep was planted on 
April 10th after the land had 


been turned with bottom plows 
and disced once, At planting 
time, he incorporated Vernam 
into the soil 3-4 inches deep 
to control weeds, and applied 
Dinitro after the crop was up, 
A rotary tiller was used to 
“cut in’? the Vernam, 

Only two cultivations were 
made on the crop last year, 
he reports, The rotary tiller 
was used once and sweeps were 
used in the second cultivation, 

The 1965 yield was by far 
the best ever produced on the 
McCall farm, Prior to last 
year, yields had averaged a- 
round one ton per acre andbet- 
ter, ° 

Peanut farmers in Coffee 
County in general had a good 
year in 1965, the County Agent 
pointed out, The County yield 
now stands at 1,339. pounds 
per acre, but a big majority 
of farmers have reached the 
ton per acre mark in produc- 
tion, 

Peanuts are grown along with 
corn and cotton on the McCall 
farm and yields of the latter 
two crops have increasedinre- 
cent years also, His average 
corn yield is now 80 bushels, 
and the cotton yield had risen 
to 1 1/4 bales per acre, 

In addition to row crops, 
McCall also produces beef cate 
tle and hogs, His cattle herd 
numbers approximately 150 
head of cows, and 100-125 head 
of hogs are fed out on the farm 
each year, 

Recognized as an outstanding 
community leader, McCall is a 
director of the newly-organized 
Coffee County Hog Producers 
Association, and is a member 
of the Coffee County Extension 
Council on corn production, He 
and his wife, Nadine, have three 
children, Van, who is a student 
at Troy State College; Miren- 
da, who attends Enterprise High 
School; and Mrs, W. D, Jones 
of Birmingham,
